Stan "The Man" Lee - there are comic book 
creators, and then there's Stan Lee. The man who gave us 
SPIDER-MAN, THE FANTASTIC FOUR, THOR, X-MEN, 
DAREDEVIL and THE INCREDIBLE HULK knew a little 
something about creating iconic and lovable characters that 
children of all ages would enjoy.

Even in the 1970's, which was a difficult time with the Comics Code Authority, Stan wasn't afraid to 
tackle controversial subjects such as drug abuse and racism. As the years went on, Lee started regularly appearing 
at comic book conventions, meeting the fans and being the face of Marvel - again showing 
a true connection with the readers who made the company what it had become. 


In recent years Marvel Comics has had great success on the big screen as well, with 
popular adaptations of X-MEN, SPIDER-MAN, THE FANTASTIC FOUR, THE 
INCREDIBLE HULK, IRON MAN, and THOR. Lee has had fun cameos in almost all of the 
films and their sequels, bringing a familiar face to the party and solidifying himself as a 
universal star. In 2005 Stan formed POW! Entertainment, and to this day continues to 
produce comic books and exciting media projects, including THE GOVERNATOR with the 
one and only Arnold Schwarzenegger. This is his first appearance in DFW in well over a 
decade, and we couldn't be more thrilled to have "The Man" headline the most exciting 
Dallas Comic Con we've ever done.
